The good citizens of Marin, wary 
of wet feet and pneumonia, have 
been reluctant to swim across just 
to transact a little business, so they 
haven’t been coining in. 
But the new place, to be built on 
land leased from the Henry Hess 
lumber company, will be high and 
dry no matter what the weatherman 
brings. The Hess firm is arranging 
for construction, which may start 
next month, if plans are approved 
at Sacramento. 
Charles Lund, Hess manager, said 
that tentative plans call for stucco 
construction, though personally he 
favors finished redwood. 
ON THE GATEWAY 
“After all,” says Lund, “Were 
right here at the gateway to the 
Redwood Empire, and It would be 
most appropriate if we couki reflect 
the great tradition.” 
Lund says it won t be hard to get 
the plans switched from stucco, so 
common in parts erf the state where 
there are no redwoods, to wood 
from, Marin’s favorite tree. 
The proposed setup includes a 
radio service room, a brand new 
office for Capt. Dawson, a staff 
office, utility room, squad room, 
lobby, storage room, and car port. 
Monday will be mostly devoted to 
transferring equipment and person­ 
nel, but there will be some one on 
duty and manning the phones dur­ 
ing that time.

La Torre Motel 
Will Be New Office 
After Tuesday Move

Patrolmen and staff at the Cali­ 
fornia highway pa tro office in 
Marin, harassed by winter floods 
each year, are about to take off for 
higher ground. 
This week they decided, to pack 
up and move temporarily into the 
La Torre motel on Highway 101 
north of San Rafael, where they 
have rented three offices. 
“The rains; finally .ran us out,” 
confessed Capfc. Emory Dawson, who 
said the move should be completed 
by Tuesday morning. 
They will stay at the motel until 
work is finished on. a new seven- 
room building almost directly across 
the highway from their present 
location, on Francisco boulevard, 
near San Rafael. 
TIGHT LITTLE ISLAND 
After the first rains hit each year, 
the highway patrol office has turned 
into a tight little island, surrounded 
¡ oy a moat that serves as a parking 
lot in dry weather. 
The good citizens of Marin, wary 
of wet feet and pneumonia, have 
been reluctant to' swim across just 
to transact a little business, so they 
haven’t been coming in. 
But the new place, to' be built on 
land leased from the Henry Hess 
lumber company, will be high and 
dry no matter what the weatherman 
brings. The Hess firm is arranging 
for construction, which may start 
next month, if plans are approved 
at Sacramento. 
Charles Lund, Hess, manager, said 
that tentative plans call for stucco 
construction, though personally he 
favors finished redwood. 
ON THE GATEWAY 
"After all,” says Lund, "We’re 
right here at the gateway to the 
Redwood Empire, and it would be 
most appropriate if we could reflect 
the great tradition.” 
Lund says it won’t be hard to get 
the plans switched from stucco, so 
common in parts of the state where 
there are no redwoods, to wood 
from Marin’s favorite tree. 
The proposed setup includes a 
radio service room, a brand new 
office for Capt. Dawson, a staff 
office, utility room, squad room, 
lobby, storage room, and car port. 
Monday will be mostly devoted to 
transí erring 'equipment and .person­ 
nel, but there will be some one on 
duty and manning the phones dur­ 
ing that time. 
One advantage of the new loca­ 
tion across the highway is that it 
is near the circus grounds, so when 
the circus comes to town patrolmen 
and office help will have a better 
view.

Rickets said Paine had also made 
an inspection of the concrete road­ 
way stringers on the Marin anchor­ 
age structure where some chipping 
of the concrete had been reported 
even before the big December storm. 
Paine will include any recommenda­ 
tions he may have on reinforcing 
these stringers in his report.

How Well Have Supervisors 
Carried Out Their Plans? 
U has been just one year since Chairman T, 
Fred Bagshaw of our county board of super* 
visors offered a 10-point program of changes 
which would enable the board to work more 
efficiently. 
Now that a year has passed, it would seem 
appropriate to have a look to see if the changes 
offered were actually put into effect or—like so 
many other meritorius proposals placed before 
the board—they were allowed to “die on the

vine. 
* 
As we recall them, these were the 10 points: 
1—Send the minutes of the meetings to the 
supervisors in advance of the meeting, saving 
the time required to read them at the be­ 
ginning of each meeting. 
2—Have all standing committees of the 
board meet and report to the full board once 
a month. 
5—Have all county department heads attend 
a set meeting of the board each month. 
4—Establish a rigid budget control system to 
enable the board to keep close check on ex­ 
penditure of county funds. 
5—Begin work on the budget earlier in the 
year to avoid the necessity of seeking deadline 
postponements and “the last minute rush.“ 
6—Report the county’s financial status to 
each taxpayer at the time tax bills go out. 
7—Undertake a study of job classifications 
and seek to improve the operating efficiency of 
the county government. 
8—Obtain the services of a secretary for the 
supervisors. 
9—Study zoning ordinances with a view to 
revising them. 
10—Start meetings at 9 a.m. instead of 10, in 
order to finish routine business earlier so 
afternoons can be devoted to special problems. 
Only in the case of the first and the last of 
these 10 recommendations can it be said, “They 
have been done, period.“ The minutes are 


mailed to board members and the meetings 
now start at 9 a.m. 
In the case of the job classification and effi­ 
ciency recommendation, No. 7, the Kroeger 
survey was undertaken. Job classification and 
salary recommendations contained ,in it were 
put into effect, but no action has yet been • 
taken on the major recommendaton of the re­ 
port: that a county admnistrator be employed. 
Recommendations in connection w i t h the 
auditor-controller’s office, however, are in the 
process of being carried out. 
On all the other recommendations-3, 4, 5, 
6, and 8—it can be said that some progress has 
been made. But in none of these cases can it be 
said that the recommendations have been 
carried out in full, nor as intended. 
Point No. 9, study and revision of zoning 
ordinances, is in Bagshaw‘s own words, “a com­ 
plete loss.“ The planning commission has sub­ 
mitted a proposed new planning ordinance to 
the superv isors, he said, but the board has taken 
no action on it and hardly discussed it.

“In recent yean the supervisors have con­ 
sidered a multitude of sound proposals which 
somehow have subsequently been sidetracked.

W E SEE BY THE PAPERS 


Sonoma Associated Chambers Also 
Hampered By Rules Of Procedure 


Bow effective would a corporation be if, before 
toy action It had to poll each individual 
stockholder? 
Bow effective would a Chamber of Commerce be 
If, before its directora took steps committing the or­ 
ganisation to a program or resolution it had to 
poll each individual member and determine the 
majority's wishes? 
The answer, it seems dearly evident is: Hoi very. 
With this in mind it seems little short of miracu­ 
lous that the Associated Chambers of Commerce of 
Sonoma County has made some notada contribu­ 
tions toAhe county’s welfare. 
It seems to is, in view of the organization's lim­ 
itad power, that the Associated Chambers’ accomp­ 
lishments is evidence of the far greater job It could 
be doing for the county as a whole if given the 
necessary authority. 
Por under its by-laws, the Associated Chambers 
Is not permitted to taka any action on its own ac­ 
count without referring the matter back to individual 
Chambers throughout the county, almost all of 
which are represented. 
The net result has been that despite its substantial 
achievements in some matters, the Associated Cham­ 
bers has understandably but regrettably failed to be 
sat effective voto! speaking for the county as a whole 
in many matters of tremendous importance to the 
development of Sonoma County. 
One example is highway development. 
, 
An effective countywide organization to speak for 
the county as a whole on highway requirements is 
greatly needed — a fact brought out clearly, it seems 
to us, in the discrimination against the county in 
recommended State Highway Commission construc­ 
tion allocation for the next fiscal year. Despite the 
fact that this is the most heavily populated county 
in the region — and one whose highway needs are 
evident to the most casual observer — it received a 
allocation than any neighboring county. 
An Maodatod Chambers of Commerce with auth­ 
ority to speak and act for itself would b; in a position 
to exert powerful influence in behalf of highway 
and other projects benefiting the county as a whole. 
It could play an effective role, in cooperation with 
the Marin County Associated Chambers, in seeking

a new, adequate northern approach to the Oolden 
Date bridge, and in pushing proposals for the 
bridge to become a part of the state highway system 
—both of which are of great importance to the 
future development of this region. 
Active work on behalf of the Coyote Valley Dam, 
and in favor of exhaustive engineering studies of 
the proposed Northern Barrier are other subjects 
which such a countywide organization could well 
take an active interest in. 
As for a concrete way to give the Associated Cham­ 
bers of Commerce the additional power it needs, one 
proposal has been discussed which we believe de­ 
serves thorough consideration. 
Each individual Chamber's delegate or delegatee 
to the Associated Chamber« of Commerce would be 
given authority to vote on any matter of county- 
wide importance coming before the organization. He 
would not have to clear-his vote first with his in­ 
dividual Chamber. 
The objection might be raised that in some cases 
he would be acting contrary to the wishes of his 
own chamber. And it is entirely possible that this 
might be true in a few cases. However, being him­ 
self a director of his own chamber and being ac­ 
companied to the Associated Chamber meeting with 
his Chamber’s manager, as is the rule, it seems un­ 
likely this would happen often. 
Furthermore, by the same token, it seems likely 
that at some times the board of directors of any 
Chamber of Commerce takes action contrary to the 
wishes of the majority of its members. 
Yet, wouldn’t a Chamber be weakened almost to 
the point of uselessness if it had to refer every 
matter to the membership as a whole—just as if 
the directors of a corporation couldn’t act without 
polling each individual stockholder? 
This basic weakness of the Associated Chambers 
of Commerce has nothing to do with the persons 
representing their individual Chambers in the 
organization. 
On the contrary, they are among the ablest 
members of their own Chambers of Commerce^ 
They are well able to do a good and comprehensive 
job for their county. But their hands are tied by 
lack of authority, and in our opinion the accomplish­ 
ments of the Associated Chambers will continue to 
be limited as it does not receive the authority it 
needs.—Santa Rosa Press Democrat 


No, Virginia, There Isn't A 
Place Called Texas, It Says Here

WASHINGTON--The backers of 
General of the Army Dwight D. 
Eisenhower have got their man in 
the race—but not, it must be add­ 
ed, in quite the 
way they had 
hoped. They wanted the general 
to beconpe a fighting candidate 
later on. 
Instead, they have got 
an avowed, available and firmly 
republican candidate now, but at 
the price of his aloofness from the 
dust and sweat of the pre-conven­ 
tion struggle. 
The story that ended with Gen. 
Eisenhower’s Monday 
statement 
indicating the attitude above-out- 
lined, casts considerable light on 
the status of his candidacy. 
It 
begins at the time when his back­ 
ers organised themselves under 
the chairmanship of Sen. Henry 
Cabot Lodge of Massachusetts, 
when they soon discovered three 
unpleasant fact^ 


FIRST, THE RIVAL organiza­ 
tion of Sen. Robert A. Taft, which 
is certainly the largest, the most 
powerful and the most plentifully 
financed pre-convention organiza­ 
tion ever seen in this country, had 
been doing a considerably more 
effective job than was supposed. 
Second, the professional repub­ 
lican 
politicians 
all 
over 
the 
country hankered so strongly for 
one of their kind, symbolized by 
Sen. Taft, that they were prepared 
to take considerable risks in choos­ 
ing the nominee. 
Third, President Truman’s pro­ 
gressive loss of strength, owing to 
the corruption issue and other fac­ 
tors, was persuading the profes­ 
sional republican politicians that 
the risk of nominating Sen. Taft 
might not be so great after all. 
Thus the prospective postmasters 
and collectors of internal revenue 
were more and more inclined to 
follow their fancy into the Taft 
camp. 


THE IMPACT OF THESE three 
facts in turn drove the Eisen­ 
hower 
fcsckers 
to 
alter 
their 
strategy. 
They had intended to 
refrain from forcing the general’s 
hand, but now they were impelled 
to. Thus, in mid-December, Sen. 
Lodge wrote the general a letter 
asking him to announce his can­ 
didacy at an early date. 
When the general replied non- 
eommitally, consternation spread 
through the Eisenhower camp. 
Feeling was strong that the whole 
effort on Gen, Eisenhower’s behalf 
would soon Teach a dead end. Even 
the strongest and most loyal Eisen­ 
hower men talked of abandoning

Duff on the 
one hand assured the general that 
he could get the nomination, but 
on the other hand warned him 
that there would be np draft and 
that the general must become an 
avowed candidate. 


SIMULTANEOUSLY, the demo­ 
cratic scheme to enter Gen. Eisen­ 
hower’s name in the New Hamp­ 
shire primary, imposed a sort of 
time deadline on the Eisenhower 
men. 
Senators Lodge and Duff 
therefore talked at great length 
with the general on the trans- 
Atlantic telephone. The outcome 
of these 
conversations was the 
Lodge statement on Sunday, as­ 
serting the general’s republicanism 
and availability, and inviting con­ 
firmation from the general’s head­ 
quarters. 
Even then, however, it was still 
hoped that the general might ul­ 
timately go beyond confirming the 
Lodge 
statement, 
entering 
the 
campaign in person. He had said 
that he could do nothing until 
after 
the 
Lisbon 
meeting 
of 
NA.T.O. leaders in February, but 
he had not definitely stated that 
he would take no personal part in 
the fight. What was wanted wst 
an Eisenhower address to the Am­ 
erican peoole on the pattern of 
the great Guildhall speech to the 
European allies — certainly the 
most stirring of postwar public 
utterances—which would satisfy 
the man in the street’s longing for 
inspiring end elevating leadership. 
This, it was felt, would start a 
surge which would sweep Sen. 
Taft’s 
republican 
professional 
friends clean loose from their 
moorings. 


GEN. EISENHOWER HAS NOT 
exactly foreclosed the possibility of 
a great declaration of principle on 
this pattern. It would not be in­ 
consistent for him to make one or 
more such speeches. It is an enor­ 
mous gain for his backers that his 
willingness to accept the nomina­ 
tion is now unequivocally on the 
record. It Is also very likely that

the armed aggression even before 
the U. N. decided to act. I find no 
fault with the U. N.’s action or 
decision in naming North Korea 
an aggressor. 
During the latter part of Octo­ 
ber 1950, the North Korean forces 
were completely routed and driven 
In confusion and disorder across 
the thirty-eighth 
parallel. The 
North Koreans ceased to be ag­ 
gressors and were put on the de­ 
fensive; we assumed the offen­ 
sive. 
It was the initial intent of the 
U. N. to restore the status quo that 
existed before the beginning of 
hostilities, namely, to re-establish 
the thirty-eighth parallel as a di­ 
viding line between North Korea 
and South Korea. This could have 
been done at that time, as North 
Korea was no longer a military 
threat. However, contrary to the 
wishes of the U. N., and the advice 
of our top military strategists, the 
high command in Tokyo ordered 
the U. N. forces to the Yalu River, 
approaching the boundaries of 
China. This display of armed 
might, posing a definite threat to 
Chinese sovereignty, resulted in 
China’s entry into the conflict. 


The net result was that she cros­ 
sed into North Korea, driving the 
U. N. forces south. Any country 
whose boundaries are threatened 
by a foreign military power has 
the right to repel that threat 


Let us again ask the question, 
“Who is the Aggressor in Korea?” 
Can we say North Korea, whose 
forces no ionger exist as an or­ 
ganized war machine? Or Chins 
who had every right to defend the 
potential threat to her bounda­ 
ries? Who then, but the United 
Nations, of which the United 
States is almost wholly represen­ 
tative? When the North Koreans 
were driven across the thirty- 
eighth parallel our mission was ac­ 
complished. When we crossed the 
parallel into North Korea we be­ 
came the aggressor. 
The issue of the thirty-eighth 
parallel no longer seems to exist. 
It has developed into a full scale 
war between two major powers, 
the United States and China.

EDITORIAL COMMENT 
How Well Have Supervisors 
Carried Out Their Plans? 
It has been just one year since Chairman T. 
Fred Bagshaw of our county board of super­ 
visors offered a 10-point program of changes 
which would enable the board to work more 
efficiently. 
Now that a year has passed, it would seem 
appropriate to have a look to see if the changes 
offered were actually put into effect or—like so 
many other meritorius proposals placed before 
the board—they were allowed to "die on the 
vine." 
As we recall them, these were the 10 points: 
1— Send the minutes of the meetings to the 
supervisors in advance of the meeting, saving 
the time required to read them at the be­ 
ginning of each meeting. 
2—Have all standing committees of the 
board meet and report to the full board once 
a month. 
3—Have all county department heads attend 
a set meeting of the board each month. 
4—Establish a rigid budget control system to 
enable the board to keep close check on ex­ 
penditure of county funds. 
5—Begin work on the budget earlier in the 
year to avoid the necessity of seeking deadline 
postponements and "the last minute rush." 
6—Report the county’s financial status to 
each taxpayer at the time tax bills go out. 
7—Undertake a study of job classifications 
and seek to improve the operating efficiency of 
the county government. 
8—Obtain the services of a secretary for the 
supervisors. 
9—Study zoning ordinances with a view to 
revising them. 
10—Start meetings at 9 a.m. instead of 10, in 
order to finish routine business earlier so 
afternoons can be devoted to special problems. 
Only in the case of the first and the last of 
these 10 recommendations can it be said, "They 
have been done, period." The minutes are 


mailed to board members and the meetings 
now start at 9 a.m. 
In the case of the job classification and effi­ 
ciency recommendation, No. 7, the Kroeger 
survey was undertaken, job classification and 
salary recommendations contained ,in it were 
put into effect, but no action has yet been 
taken on the major recommendaton of the re­ 
port: that a county admnistrator be employed. 
Recommendations in connection wi t h the 
auditor-controller’s office, however, are in the 
process of being carried out. 
On all the other recommendations-3, 4, 5, 
6, and 8—it can be said that some progress has 
been made. But in none of these cases can it be 
said that the recommendations have been 
carried out in full, nor as intended. 
Point No. 9, study and revision of zoning 
ordinances, is in Bagshaw’s own words, "a com­ 
plete loss." The planning commission has sub­ 
mitted a proposed new planning ordinance to 
the supervisors, he said, but the board has taken 
no action on it and hardly discussed it. 
That gives us a box score of: 
Recommendations carried out as 
intended............................................ . two 
Recommendations on which progress 
has been made but which have not yet 
been carried out as intended . , . seven 
"Total loss" . . . 
one 
"In recent years the supervisors have con­ 
sidered a multitude of sound proposals which 
somehow have subsequently been sidetracked. 
We hope that doesn’t continue to be the pat­ 
tern. We hope, i ratead, that this time some 
definite, formal actfón is taken to put most of 
these suggested new policies into effect." 
That is the hope we expressed in this space 
a year ago. We will leave it to our readers and 
the record outlined here today to determine 
how well that hope was fulfilled.

W E SEE BY THE PAPERS 


Sonoma Associated Chambers Also 
Hampered By Rules Of Procedure 
Haw effective would a corporation be if, before 
taking any action it had to poll each individual 
itockholder? 
How effective would a Chamber of Commerce be 
If, before its directors took steps committing the or- 
• sanitation to a program or resolution it had to 
poll each individual member and determine the 
Majority's wishes? 
The answer, it seems clearly evident is: Not very. 
With this In mind it seems little short of miracu­ 
lous that the Associated Chambers of Commerce of 
Sonoma County has made some notable contribu­ 
tions toHhe county's welfare. 
It seems to us, in view of the organization’s lim­ 
ited power, that 'the Associated Chambers’ .accomp­ 
lishments is evidence of the far greater Job it could 
be doing for toe county as a whole .if given, the 
necessary authority. 
For under its by-laws, the Associated Chambers 
is not permitted to take any action on its own ac­ 
count without referring the matter back, to Individual. 
Chambers throughout the county, almost all of 
which are represented. 
The net result has been that despite Its substantial 
achievements in. .some, matters, toe Associated Cham­ 
bers has understandably but regrettably failed to be 
an. effective voice speaking for toe county as. a whole 
•in many matters of tremendous importance to the 
development of Sonoma County. 
One example Is highway development. \ 
, 
An effective countywide organization to speak for 
the county as a whole on highway requirements Is 
' greatly needed — a fact brought out clearly, it seems 
to us, in the discrimination against the county in 
recommended State Highway Commission construc­ 
tion allocation for the next fiscal year. Despite the 
fact that this is toe most heavily populated county 
in the region — and one whose highway needs are 
evident to the most casual observer — it received a 
smaller allocation than any neighboring county. 
An Associated Chambers of Commerce with auth­ 
ority to speak and act for itself would bs in a position 
to exert powerful influence in behalf of highway 
and other projects benefiting the county as a whole. 
It could play an effective role, in cooperation with 
the Marin County Associated Chambers, in seeking

a new, adequate northern approach to toe Golden 
Gate bridge, and in pushing proposals for the 
bridge to become a part of the state highway system 
—both of which are of great importance to the 
future development of this region. 
Active work on behalf of the Coyote Valley Dam, 
and in favor of exhaustive engineering studies of 
the proposed Northern Barrier are other subjects 
which such a countywide organization could well 
take an active interest in, 
As for a concrete way to give the Associated Cham­ 
bers of Commerce toe additional power It needs, one 
proposal has been discussed which we believe de­ 
serves thorough consideration. 
Each Individua! Chamber's delegate or delegates 
to the Associated Chambers of Commerce would be 
given euthority to vote on any matter of county- 
wide importance coming before the organization. He 
would not have to clear-his vote first with his in­ 
dividual Chamber. 
The objection might be raised that in some cases 
he would be acting contrary to the wishes of his 
own chamber. And it Is entirely possible that this 
might be true in a few cases. However, being him­ 
self a director of his own chamber and being ac­ 
companied to toe Associated Chamber meeting with 
his Chamber’s manager, as is the rule, it seems un­ 
likely this would happen often. 
Furthermore, by the same token, it seems likely 
that at some times toe board of directors of any 
Chamber of Commerce takes action contrary to the 
wishes of toe majority of its members. 
Yet, wouldn’t a Chamber be weakened almost to 
the point of uselessness if it had to refer every 
matter to toe membership as a whole—just as if 
toe directors of a corporation couldn't act without 
polling each individual stockholder? 
This basic weakness of toe Associated Chambers 
of Commerce has nothing to do with toe 'persons 
representing their individual Chambers in the 
organization. 
On the contrary, they are among the ablest 
members of their own Chambers of Commerce,, 
They are well able to do a good and comprehensive 
Job for their county. But toeir hands are tied by 
lack of authority, and in our opinion toe accomplish­ 
ments of the Associated Chambers will continue to' 
be limited as it does not receive the authority it 
needs.—Santa Rosa Press Democrat.

WASHINGTON—The backers of 
General of toe Army Dwight D. 
Eisenhower have got their man in 
toe race—but not, it must be add­ 
ed, in quite the way they had 
hoped. They wanted toe general 
to becoiqe a fighting candidate 
later on. Instead, they have got 
an avowed, available and firmly 
republican candidate now, but at 
the price of his aloofness from the 
dust and sweat of toe pre-conven­ 
tion struggle 
The story that ended with Gen. 
Eisenhower’s Monday statement 
indicating the attitude above-out- 
lined, casts 'Considerable light on 
the status of his candidacy. It 
begins at the time when his back­ 
ers organized themselves under 
toe chairmanship of Sen. Henry 
Cabot Lodge of Massachusetts, 
when they soon discovered three 
unpleasant facts. 
FIRST, THE RIVAL organiza­ 
tion of Sen. Robert A. Taft, which, 
is certainly the largest, the most 
■powerful and the most plentifully 
financed pre-convention organiza­ 
tion ever seen in this country, had 
been doing a considerably more 
effective job than was supposed. 
Second, the professional repub­ 
lican politicians all over the 
country hankered so strongly for 
one of their kind, symbolized by 
Sen. Tilt, that they were prepared 
to take considerable risks in choos­ 
ing the nominee. 
Third, President Truman's pro­ 
gressive loss of strength, owing to 
the corruption Issue and other fac­ 
tors, was persuading the profes­ 
sional republican politicians, that 
the risk of nominating Sen. Taft 
might not be so great after all. 
Thus the prospective postmasters 
and collectors of internal revenue 
were more and more inclined to 
follow their fancy into the Taft 
camp. 
THE IMPACT OF THESE threa 
facts in turn drove the Eisen­ 
hower backers to alter their 
strategy. They had intended to 
refrain from forcing the general's 
hand, but now they were impelled 
to. Thus, in mid-December, Sen. 
Lodge wrote the general a letter 
asking him to announce his can­ 
didacy at an early date. 
When the general replied non- 
commitally, consternation spread 
through the Eisenhower camp. 
Feeling was strong that the whole 
effort on Oen. Eisenhower's behalf 
would soon reach a dead end. Even 
the strongest and most loyal Eisen­ 
hower men talked of abandoning 
their struggle, if the general 
should prove obdurate In refusing 
to declare himself. 
"WE’RE OUT ON THE BANK 
for him now," one of them put it, 
“But If he won't come out with 


us, then he's got to let us slide 
back into the stream as best we 
can." 
In this atmosphere, Sen. James 
Duff of Pennsylvania is known to 
have followed Sea Lodge’s letter 
with an even stronger one, lay­ 
ing the whole position before the 
general in the bluntest terms. If 
report is correct, Sen. Duff on the 
one hand assured the general that 
he could get the nomination, but 
on the other hand warned him 
that there would be no draft and 
that the general must become an 
•vowed candidate. 
SIMULTANEOUSLY, the demo­ 
cratic scheme to enter Gen. Eisen­ 
hower’s name in the New Hamp­ 
shire primary, imposed a sort of 
time deadline on the 'Eisenhower 
men. Senators Lodge and Duff 
therefore talked at great length 
with the general on the trans- 
Atlantic telephone. The outcome 
of these conversations was the 
Lodge statement on Sunday, as­ 
serting the general's republicanism 
and availability, and inviting con­ 
firmation from the generar» head­ 
quarters. 
Even, then, however, it was still 
hoped that the general might ul­ 
timately go beyond confirming the 
Lodge statement, entering tha 
campaign in person. He had said 
that he could do nothing until 
after the Lisbon meeting of 
NATO. leaders in February, but 
he had not definitely stated that 
he would take no personal part in 
the fight. What was wanted was 
an Eisenhower address to the Am­ 
erican peoole on the pattern of 
the great Guildhall speech to the 
European allies — certainly the 
most stirring of postwar public 
utterance»—which would satisfy 
the man in the street’s longing for 
Inspiring and elevating leadership. 
This, It was felt, would start a 
surge which would sweep Sen. 
Taft's 
republican 
professional 
friends clean loose from their 
mooring*. 
GEN. EISENHOWER HAS NOT 
exactly foreclosed the possibility of 
a great declaration of principle on 
this pattern. It would not be in­ 
consistent for him to make one or 
more such speeches. It is an enor­ 
mous gain for his backers that hi* 
willingness to accept the nomina­ 
tion is now unequivocally on the 
«cord. It is also very likely that 
the storm clouds which are again 
gathenng on toe world horizon 
'will also stimulate an Eisenhower 
surge. 
In short, the fight is on In ear­ 
nest. Yet in honesty it must be 
recorded that Gen. Eisenhower's 
decision to remain aloof from the 
pre-convention struggle is a set­ 
back, just as his positive an­ 
nouncement of availability is a 
gain.

the armed aggression even before 
toe U. N. decided to act. I find no 
fault with the U. N.’s action or 
decision in naming North Korea 
an aggressor. 
During the latter part of Octo­ 
ber 1950, the North Korean forces 
were completely routed and driven, 
in confusion and disorder across 
the thirty-eighth parallel. The 
North Koreans ceased to be ag­ 
gressors and were put on the de­ 
fensive; we assumed the offen­ 
sive. 
It was the initial Intent of the 
U. N. to restore the status quo that 
existed before the beginning of 
hostilities, namely, to re-establish 
toe thirty-eighth parallel as a di­ 
viding line between North Korea 
and South Korea. This could have 
been done at that time, as North 
Korea was no longer a military 
threat. However, contrary to the 
wishes of the U. N., and the advice 
of our top military strategists, the 
high command in Tokyo ordered 
the U. N. forces to the Yalu River, 
approaching the boundaries of 
China. This display of armed 
might, posing a definite threat to 
Chinese sovereignty, resulted in 
China's entry into the conflict. 


The net result was that to# cros­ 
sed into North Korea, driving the 
U. N. forces south. Any country 
whose boundaries are threatened 
by a foreign military power has 
the right to repel that threat. 
Let us again ask the question, 
“Who is the Aggressor in Korea?" 
Can we say North Korea, whoso 
Icrces no longer exist as an. or­ 
ganized war machine? Or Chino 
who had every right to defend too 
potential threat to her bounda­ 
ries? Who then, but the United 
Nations, of which the United 
States is almost wholly represen­ 
tative? When the North Korean* 
were driven across the thirty- 
eighth parallel our mission was ac­ 
complished. When we crossed the 
parallel into North Korea we be­ 
came the aggressor. 
The issue of the thtrty-eightli 
parallel no longer seems to exist 
It has developed into a full scale 
war between two major ..powers, 
the United States and China.

Polio Campaign 


San Rafael Lions dub devoted 
Its regular weekly meeting Thursday 
to the March of Dimes. In the ab­ 
sence of the president, Don Corey, 
Dr. Louis Robinson presided. 
David A. Sanchez. Marin county 
chairman of the March of Dimes, 
acted as program chairman of the 
day. Featured cm the program was 
a film, “In Daily Battle,” which 
dramatically 
depicted 
the 
fight 
against polio by victims, their fami­ 
lies, and those engaged in the na­ 
tional effort to wipe out the dread 
disease. 
Prior to the showing of the film. 
Sanchez introduced the speaker of 
the day, Harold A. MacChesney, 
March of Dimes publicity director 
for the county, who spoke briefly 
concerning the place of Marin in the 
national fight against polio and of 
the great need for all out parti­ 
cipation. 
•Those who join the fight against 
polio becoma dedicated to this work,“ 
he said. They enter because they 
are asked or volunteer because they 
have seen the ravages of polio and 
want to help. In the course of duty 
they see polio as it is. They see 
victims, courageous people fighting 
the disease day by day. hour by hour, 
and second by second. Then they 
are permanent workers in the fight. 
“No one,” he continued, “who has 
teen people fighting polio in an iron 
lung, or through the various thera- 
putic methods struggling to be back 
on their feet, can pass a March of 
Dimes miniature iron lung collector

POW Claims 
World War II veterans who have 
filed claims to one dollar a day 
compensation for each day they 
were held by the enemy as prisoners 
of war should have received their 
checks by now, they were reminded 
today by W. P. (Doc) Duhamel, 
Veterans Service Officer. 
The War Claims Commission, 
which handles the POW payments, 
announced last November that it 
expected to have checks out on all 
claims by the end of 1951, Duhamel 
said. At the same time, it was re­ 
ported that some 28,000 ex-prisoners 
of war — or their dependents — 
have failed to file compensation 
claims. 
Deadline for claims, which had 
been set for last March, has been 
extended to next March 31 to give 
more time for late claims. This gives 
ex-World War II POWs who haven’t 
filed claims approximately three 
months more in which to submit 
them, Duhamel noted, and he warn­ 
ed that the Commission may not 
extend the deadline again. 
The POW payments also apply to 
civilians who were held by the 
enemy and subjected to substand­ 
ard diets during World War II. If 
the prisoner died while he was held 
or subsequent to his release, pay­ 
ment is made to this surviving de­ 
pendents. 
Surviving parents don’t have to 
prove they were dependent to be 
eligible for payment, and widows 
continue to be eligible even if they 
remarry, Duhamel pointed out. The 
War Claims Act, he added, has 
been held not to apply to Korean 
veterans. 
Help in checking on unpaid claims 
or in filing new POW claims is 
available to World War II veterans 
and their dependents at the county 
veterans service office.

NEW YORK (ff*)—Sculptor Jo Da- 
vidson, who died in France of a 
heart attack Jan. 2 at the age of 
68, willed the bulk of his more than 
$150,000 American estate to his 
widow. 
One will, filed yesterday for pro­ 
bate in surrogate’s court, gives Mrs. 
Florence L. Davidson his New York 
home and 90 per cent of holdings, 
including art works valued at 35,000. 


World War II veterans who have 
filed claims to one dollar a day 
compensation for each day they 
were held by the enemy as prisoners 
of war should have received their 
checks by now, they were reminded 
today by W. P. (Doc) Duhamel, 
Veterans Service Officer. 
The War Claims Commission, 
which handles the POW payments, 
announced last November that it 
expected to have checks out on all 
claims by the end of 1951, Duhamel 
said. At the same time, it was re­ 
ported that some 28,000 ex-prisoners 
of war — or their dependents — 
have failed to file compensation 
claims. 
Deadline for claims, which had 
been set for last March, has been 
extended to next March 31 to give 
more time for late claims. This gives 
ex-World War II POWs who haven’t 
filed claims approximately three; 
months more in which to submit 
them, Duhamel noted, and he warn­ 
ed that the Commission may not 
extend the deadline again. 
The POW payments also apply to 
civilians wrho were held by the 
enemy and subjected to substand­ 
ard diets during World War II. If 
the prisoner died while he was held 
or subsequent to his release, pay­ 
ment is made to this surviving de­ 
pendents. 
Surviving parents don’t have to 
prove they were dependent to be 
eligible for payment, and widows 
continue to be eligible even if they j 
remarry, Duhamel pointed out. The 
War Claims Act, he added, has; 
been held not to apply to Korean 
veterans.

available to World War II veterans j 
and their dependents at the county I 
veterans service office.

The importance of food in the 
minds ol the general public may 
explain the periodic food fads ‘ hat 
sweep the country and always pro­ 
vide ground for hot controversy. 
Such a controversy is going full 
tilt at the moment, with half the 
population gulping strange-tasting 
new "health foods” and the other 
half assailing them as faddists 
and fanatics. 
P R A C T I C A L L Y ANY well- 
dressed dinner table has its bot­ 
tle of vitamin pills in full view, 
along with the salt, pepper and 
sodium glutamate. And mothers 
spend a great deal of time worry­ 
ing whether their offspring are 
suffering from malnutrition, de­ 
spite the fact that they eat three 
square meals a day, plus hearty 
snacks between times.

Penicillin Now 
In 
A New Form

A new type o f penicillin drug 
is now being tried out for people 
who are allergic to penicillin. One 
of the most serious drawbacks to 
the use of this drug has been the 
severe allergic reactions many peo­ 
ple have shown to it. 
One such reaction is a condition 
called urticaria, in which the whole 
skin breaks out in large, raised 
patches, or wheals. They appear 
within 48 hours after taking peni­ 
cillin. 
ALLERGIC RASH 
Other people develop an allergic 
rash In from 10 to 15 days after a 
shot of penicillin. The rash may oc­ 
cur over the entire body. 
In rare instances, penicillin leads 
to a condition known as exfoliative 
dermatitis, in which the skin peels 
off In scales over the entire body. 
This type of reaction may even 
cause permanent disability. 
Allergic reactions such as these 
have deprived many people of the 
benefits to be obtained from peni­ 
cillin in their fight against various 
infections. 
REDUCES REACTIONS 
The new form of penicillin, known 
as penicillin methyl diphenyl hy- 
droxyethylamine, will now make 
penicillin safe for many of these 
sensitive people. According to recent 
tests, this form sharply reduces the 
appearance of allergic reactions, less 
than one per cent of patients show­ 
ing reactions after taking it. With 
the types used up to the present 
tim e,. the percentage of sufferers 
has ranged from 6 to 10 per cent. 
In other cases, patients who show­ 
ed severe 
reactions to previous 
forms of penicillin had much milder 
reactions 
after 
taking 
penicillin 
methyl diphenyl hydroxyethylamlne. 
The same tests indicate that the 
new form is equal to other types of 
penicillin In Its potency against in­ 
fections, and may even be better 
than the other types. 
QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
MM.: What causes a cracked 
tongue? 
Answer: Cracking of the tongue 
is usually due to some infection. An 
examination should be made to de­ 
termine just what type of infection 
Is present; then proper treatment 
for overcoming the difficulty can 
be suggested. 
Usually, the use of an alkaline 
mouth wash and the applying of 
some antiseptic on the tongue will 
overcome this condition.

Few Gardeners Know 
Proper Fern Care 


More ferns are sold every year 
than any other one plant, C. C. 
Milter, owner of Orchido Fernery 
in Fairfax, told members of the 
Novato Improvement club garden 
•ection Tuesday. 
Miller suggested that the pos­ 
sible reason for this is that few 
gardeners understand the proper 
csre of ferns and buy replace­ 
ments for dead ferns. 
FERNS GROW from the Arctic 
Circle to the equator and will 
thrive if a few simple rules are 
followed, Miller mid. Native habi­ 
tat of each fern should be ob­ 
served and copied, he added. 
Whether a fern is to be thrown 
indoors or outdoor, should t e a 
prime consideration In choice of 
species. Miller said, giving as an 
example the fact 
that 
terrace 
ferns will not grow weU indoors. 
IDEAL CONDITIONS for grow­ 
ing ferns weit? explained by the 
speaker, who stated that ferns re­ 
quire coolness, shade, humidity 
and acid soil (leaf mold, peat 
moss). They must have drainage 
and be planted in loose «oil, pre­ 
ferably with 
rocks. 
Too 
much 
water can kill them and they 
ahould not be planted under drip­ 
ping eaves. 
Transplanting should be avoid­ 
ed by careful choice of permanent 
location, but if ferns must be 
moved, it should be done in the 
winter during their dormant sea­ 
son, Miller said.

The January breezes whistle the 
familiar old song — cleanup time 
in the garden. This might suggest 
to you that you grab a rake and 
vigorously sweep up the garden 
floor. That may be a good idea 
because under the large leathery 
persimmon, old magnolia, brown 
loquat and * the shaggy sycamore 
leaves there will be many snails 
and hi 
: \.ho hide and keep cozy 
there 
the damp cold winter 
thtu . 
up leaves is a good 
idea. Sii.v*. ...ose leaves are sure 
to be full of garden enemies don't 
put them on the compost pile. 
Burn them. 
GETTING RID OF those little 
star boarders is fine but it’s an­ 
other type of cleanup that we are 
thinking about and advocating this 
week. Clean up the eggs and the 
straggler adult pests on your fruit 
trees, especially the decidous fruit 
trees «— those thatf have thrown 
off their leaves and stand now 
with buds alone. These trees now 
are dormant. They are sleeping. 
The sap is not flowing. Life in 
them is at a low ebb. This gives 
you an advantage. You can see 
what you are doing. You can spray 
those trees, every inch of them, 
with a protective coat of sprays 
that will seep in, that will flow 
and cover eggs and smother adults 
of the infesting insects. 
HERE IS A LIST of trees to 
spray now: walnut, pear, apple, 
plum, cherry, quince, prune, pome­ 
granate. Use dormant oil sprays. 
Nurserymen and garden supply 
houses offer them to you as winter 
emulsion sprays. Always use fresh 
material, either newly made up or 
newly purchased. Beware of old, 
stale stuff which always provides 
more disappointment than protec­ 
tion. 
Here is a second list: peach, nec­ 
tarine and flowering peach. For 
these trees you are spraying now 
to control scale insects only. Re­ 
member that with these trees you 
are spraying at this time not for 
curly leaf nor brown rot or shot 
hole fungus but you are spraying 
to destroy scale insects. Therefore, 
you may use one of the winter oil 
emulsion sprays. Later on you will 
spray to control the curly leaf and 
the brown rot and the shot hole 
fungus. Just when you will do that 
will depend on the weather and 
the season. Glue your eyes to this 
column each week and I’ll tell you 
when. 
Here is a third list to spray: In 
this group we include the orange, 
kumquat, lemon, lime, and such 
ornamental trees as holly, the 
olive, Azara microphylla, and such 
ornamental shrubs as Mexican 
Orange, daphne, pittosporum, lilac, 
roses and clematis. These plants 
may be suffering from scale in­ 
sects and you spray them with a 
summer mil at this time. This spray 
is not as strong as the dormant 
winter oil spray but it is sufficient 
to destroy both eggs and adults 
of the scale and other insects 
should they be present. 
IN ALL YOUR SPRAYING aim 
for complete coverage. 


WHAT TO DO 
IN THE GARDEN 
THIS WEEK 


This is "Jump on the Bugs” 
week in the garden. 
1. Look 
at 
your 
garden 
trees. Which ones are you go­ 
ing to spray with dormant 
winter spray; which with sum­ 
mer oil spray? 
2. Check your spray equip­ 
ment. Get it in working order. 
3. Purchase new spray ma­ 
terials. Get new stuff. Throw 
out the old or pour it ipto an 
ant’s nest. Don't use it any­ 
where you want positive re­ 
sults. 
4. Check your ladder. Make 
sure it is secure and will sup­ 
port you and the added weight 
of your spray equipment. 
5. Watch the weather and 
as soon as the time is come get 
into your old clothes and get 
to spraying. 


While you have the winter oil 
emulsion spray equipment out go 
over to your raspberries and black­ 
berries and other cane plants and 


give them a spray with the winter 
oil emulsion for these plants also 
suffer from the attacks of seal*» 
and similar insects. 
. 
Tte* technique of applyin, thes 
sprays is simple but it is deiinif* 
When it threatens rain — don’t 
spray. If it turns out to be sud­ 
denly hot (70') don’t spray, if the 
winu blows up forcefully don t 
spray. The best time to spray is 
after a good rainy spell: 
thc 
ground has been thoroughly mois­ 
tened and the trunks have been 
thoroughly moistened. Then on a 
quiet day apply yoUr dormant 
spray. 
Make sure that your spray mix­ 
ture is complete and the materials 
have been thoroughly agitated in 
the container. The spray should 
be smooth and flow well, the noz­ 
zle adjusted properly. Wherever 
necessary use a ladder. You want 
to cover the tip top as well as 
the lower branches. Shoot your 
spray up and and into the tree. 
You aim to cover every section 
every twig, every bud. The harder 
your spray hits the plant thc more 
it will penetrate and the surer it 
will reach and destroy the enemy. 
The crevices of the rough bark are 
secret places for insects and their 
eggs. Force your spray into those 
places.

ON THE HOUSE 
More Than Surface Important 
In Making Concrete Flooring 


By DAVID G. BAREUTHER 
AF Reel Estate Editor 
There’s much more to a good 
basement floor than the smooth 
dry surface you look at and walk 
on. When properly built, it’s not 
just a slab of concrete hiding the 
earth that once served as the 
floor of most cellars. 
If a basement floor is laid in di­ 
rect contact with the earth, it’s 
bound to be more or less damp. It 
may draw moisture up through 
capillary 
attraction, and 
being 
perpetually cool it will aid and 
abet condensation. You won’t be 
able to keep floor paint on it and 
chances are you’ll have plenty of 
trouble trying to keep asphalt trie 
bonded to it. 
The best basement floors are 
laid over a bed of 4 to « inches 
of coarse gravel or cinders with a 
layer of lapped 55-pound asphalt 
roll rooting sandwiched in between 
Or with a two-inch concrete sub­ 
floor under a hot-mopped two- 
layer 
minimum 
of 
membrane 
waterproofing.• t i t 
WHEN THE NATURAL water 
table—the ground water level—is 
known to be relatively high, a 
layer of hollow clgy or concrete 
block is laid flat on the ground 
before the floor felt and concrete 
slab are laid. Sometimes an inch of 
aand or mortar topping is placed 
over the hollow clay or concrete 
block. 
Where the water table is low, 
footing drains can be depended 
on ta carry off excess water and a 
subfloor drain may not be needed 
But a gravel or cinder base as an 
equivalent to a layer of tile is al­ 
ways important to reduce capil­ 
larity and insulate the f l o o r 
against condensation. 
* The best basement floors are 


separated 
from the foundation 
footings by the under-floor felt 
or membranlng, and they are 
separated from the walls by a 
bituminous filler. This provides an 
expansion joint. 
The technical branch of the 
government’s Housing and Home 
Finance Agency in Washington 
rates asphalt roll roofing over a 
bed of cinders or gravel sufficient 
for water-resistant floor construc­ 
tion. Membranlng over a concrete 
subfloor or hollow tile is specified 
for waterproof construction. 
All of these precaut us are fea­ 
sible when a house i 
jeing built. 
In existing houses other expedients 
are in order. Sometimes water con­ 
ditions are so bad that sump pits 
have to be dug and pumps em­ 
ployed. Automatic sump pumps are 
self controlled whenever water 
reaches a predetermined level in 
the pit. 
If your basement ceiling height 
will permit raising the floor level 
slightly, it is comparatively easy 
to lay a watertight topping over a 
floor. This can be done by apply­ 
ing bituminous membranlng over 
the floor and laying a new 2-inch 
thick concrete slab over this. Ttie 
topping can be reinforced with 
wire mesh weighing 30 pounds per 
100 square feet, placed approxi­ 
mately in the middle of the new 
concrete layer. 
If you can’t raise the floor level, 
and your problem is primarily 
dampness, not free water, the old 
floor can be cut down an inch,

topping without reinforcement can 
be laid.

IN APPLYING any cement top­ 
ping directly to concrete the sur­ 
face should be roughened with a 
pick, 
bush-hammer 
or 
rough- 
grinding machine. AU loose parti­ 
cles are brushed up. Grease and 
oil spots must be scrubbed away 
with gasoline, and paint chipped 
or sandblasted off. Solutions of 
strong washing soda, or of 10 to 
20 per cent hydrochloric (muria­ 
tic) acid, are used to remove food 
or organic matter. 
After saturating the roughened 
slab with water overnight, allow it 
to dry for a few hours, making cer­ 
tain that no free water remains. 
A thin layer of dry Portland ce­ 
ment can then be brushed into the 
surface and spread evenly, or a 
cement slush coat mixed to the 
consistency of thick paint can be 
brushed out thin. 
Before the slush coat dries or 
begins to set, the new concrete 
is laid. The Portland Cement As­ 
sociation recommends no more 
than five gallons of water per sack 
of cement Including allowance for 
moisture in aggregates. The less 
water the less shrinkage. Too rapid 
drying can cause surface cracks. 
The floor should be kept covered 
with waterproof paper or tarpau- 
lins and kept wet by frequent 
sprinkling for at least a week for 
proper curing.

There’s much more to a good 
basement floor than the smooth 
dry surface you look at and walk 
on. When properly built, it’s not 
fust a slab of concrete hiding the 
earth that once served as the 
floor of most cellars. 
If a basement floor is laid in di­ 
rect contact with the earth, it's 
bound to be more or less damp. It 
may draw moisture up through 
capillary 
attraction, 
and 
being 
perpetually cool it will aid and 
abet condensation. You won’t be 
able to keep floor paint on it and 
chances are you’ll have plenty of 
trouble trying to keep asphalt trie 
bonded to it. 
The best basement floors are 
laid, over a bed of 4 to S .inches 
of coarse gravel or cinders with a 
. layer of lapped 35-pound asphalt 
roll roofing sandwiched in between. 
Or with a two-inch concrete sub­ 
floor under a hot-mopped two- 
layer 
minimum 
of 
membrane 
waterproofing.

WHEN THE NATURAL water 
table—the ground water level—is 
known to be relatively high, a 
layer of hollow clay or concrete 
block is laid flat on the ground 
before the floor felt and concrete 
slab are laid. Sometimes an inch of 
sand or mortar topping is placed 
over the hollow clay or concrete 
block. 
Where the water table is low, 
footing drains can be depended 
on to carry off excess water and a 
subfloor drain may not be needed. 
But a gravel or cinder base as an 
equivalent to a layer of tile is al­ 
ways important to reduce capil­ 
larity and insulate the f l o o r 
against condensation. 
' The best basement floors are 


separated 
from the foundation 
footings by the under-floor felt 
or membraning, and they are 
separated from the walls by a 
bituminous filler. This provides an 
expansion Joint. 
The technical branch of the 
government’s Housing and Home 
Finance Agency in Washington 
rates asphalt roll roofing over a 
bed of cinders or gravel sufficient 
for water-resistant floor construc­ 
tion. Membraning over a concrete 
subfloor or hollow tile is specified 
for waterproof construction. 
All of these precauf ns are fea­ 
sible when a house i 
jeing built. 
In existing houses other expedients 
are in order. Sometimes water con­ 
ditions are so bad that sump pits 
have to be dug and pumps em­ 
ployed. Automatic sump pumps are 
self controlled whenever water 
reaches a predetermined level in 
the pit. 
If your basement ceiling height 
will permit raising the floor level 
slightly, it is comparatively easy 
to lay a watertight topping over a 
floor. This can be done by apply­ 
ing bituminous membraning over 
the floor and laying a new 2-inch 
thick concrete slab over this. The 
topping can be reinforced with 
wire mesh weighing 30 pounds per 
100 square feet, placed approxi­ 
mately in the middle of the new 
concrete layer. 
If you can’t raise the floor level, 
and your problem is primarily 
dampness, not free water, the old 
floor can be cut down an inch, 


thereby roughing its surface to 
provide a bond, and a one-inch 
topping without reinforcement can 
be laid.

IN APPLYING any cement top­ 
ping directly to' concrete the sur­ 
face should be roughened with a 
pick, 
bush-hammer 
or 
rough - 
grinding machine. All loose parti­ 
cles are brushed up. Grease and 
oil spots must be scrubbed away 
with gasoline, and paint chipped 
or sandblasted, off. Solutions of 
strong washing soda, or of 10 to 
20 per cent hydrochloric (muria­ 
tic ) acid, are used to remove food 
or organic matter. 
After saturating the roughened 
slab with water overnight, allow it 
to dry for a few hours, making cer­ 
tain that no free water remains. 
A thin layer of dry Portland ce­ 
ment can then be brushed into the 
surface and spread evenly, or a 
cement slush coat mixed to the 
consistency of thick paint can be 
brushed out thin. 
Before the slush coat dries or 
begins to set, the new concrete 
is laid. The Portland Cement As­ 
sociation recommends no more 
than five gallons of water per sack 
of cement including allowance for 
moisture in aggregates. The less 
water the less shrinkage. Too rapid 
drying can cause surface cracks. 
'The floor should, be kept covered 
with waterproof paper or tarpau­ 
lins and kept wet by frequent 
sprinkling for at least a week for 
proper curing.

WAY UP IN NORTHWEST 
Marin along Tómales bay, there 
is such an area—one that has long 
been established by the dairy and 
recreation industry. Yet there is 
a new trend—not yet threatening 
the lucrative dairy and beef pro­ 
jects, but one that is turning sum­ 
mer resorts into all-year resorts. 
The charm and wilderness feel­ 
ing of the Tómales bay area is 
attracting some of the hardier 
pioneers.

Abalone Steaks At Stake 
In Deep Sea Conservation

BODEGA BAY (JP)—A scientific 
study of the “least known coast in 
the world’' has been started be­ 
cause of argument« about a snail. 
It’s a cooperative study, initiated 
by the California 
Fish and 
Game 
Department and 
involving s c i e n ­ 
tists from several 
universities, 
gov­ 
ernment agencies 
and a number of 
p r i v a t e citizens 
who just pitched 
in to help. 
Officially 
th e 
Jim Thomas 
study is the “Aba- 
lone Tagging Program“ of the Bu­ 
reau of Marine Fisheries of the 
Fish and Game Department. Ac­ 
tually it involves the whole gamut 
of science concerned with the 
underwater life along the coast­ 
line. 
T1IE PROGRAM had its incep­ 
tion early in 1851, when the Cali­ 
fornia Legislature got tired of lis­ 
tening to continual, bitter and 
largely 
pointless arguments on 
whether or not the northern Cali­ 
fornia coast should be opened to 
commercial abalone diving. 
For the abalone — one of the 
sea's great epicurean treats—is 
the snail in question. And the 
northern California coast — from 
Bodega Bay to Crescent City—is 
the unknown land. 
Scientifically 
described 
as 
a 
marine gastropod or mollusk, the 
abalone is simply a big saltwater 
snail. But, cut from his halfshell, 
sliced and friend in batter, the 
abalone is one of the most de­ 
licious of all sea foods. Hundreds 
of thousands of persons dive into 
the icy Pacific waters along the 
California coast when the tide is 
low to obtain a few of the prized 
abalone steaks. 
SOUTH 
OF 
THE 
GOLDEN 
Gate entrance to San Francisco 
Bay, commercial divers can take 
abalones for the markets, but the 
area north of the Gate has been 
closed to commercial diving. It was 


the efforts of the market divers 
to invade the north that brought 
about the directive for the abalone 
tagging program. 
The directive required the Fish 
and Game Department to deter­ 
mine whether the abalone popula­ 
tion north of the Golden Gate was 
sufficient to survive commercial 
diving. 
Fulfilling the request was some­ 
thing else. Abalones live in water 
up to 100 feet or more deep and 
the only way to take their census 
is down where they live. 
So Richard Croker, chief of the 
Bureau of Marine Fisheries, con­ 
verted the 36-foot patrol boat, 
Broadbill, into a research vessel 
and set out to find out about aba­ 
lones in their home territory. Capt. 
Thomas Reveia is skipper. 
To fulfill the legislative direc­ 
tive, the tagging program must 
provide an accurate survey of aba­ 
lone population, both in the shal­ 
low waters reached 
by sports 
divers and the deeper areas reach-

ed by commercial divers with deep 
sea equipment. And it must estab­ 
lish a behavior pattern for the 
slow moving snails. 
THOSE OPPOSED to commer­ 
cial diving argue that offshore 
abalones move into the shallows 
each year to repopulate the areas 
thinned out by the sports divers. 
But no one really knows whether 
the abalones move in or out, or 
whether they move at all. 
Capt. Reveia and his crew dive 
for abalones as often as the weath­ 
er permits underwater work. But 
instead of sending the delicacies 
recovered to the market, a bright 
plastic disc is attached to each 
shell and the abalone is carefully 
put back in the same place from 
which he was taken. 
The operations of each dive are 
carefully recorded as to location, 
depth, water temperatures, con­ 
struction and 
kind of bottom 
strata, plant growth, and size of 
abalone tagged. Subsequent dives, 
carefully checked against the rec­ 
ord«, show what the abalone are 
doing. 
COL. LEE O. MILES, Reveia’s 
biologist, switched his gathering 
from the shoreline to the 50 and 
100 foot depths. Capt. Tom sends 
up anything unusual he sees on 
the bottom, from rocks to new 
forms of algae and star-fish. The 
specimens are preserved and sent 
to scientists by Col. Miles. Already 
several types of algae, or kelp, 
hitherto unknown on the north 
California coast have been identi­ 
fied, and one type of coral-line, 
apparently never named before, 
has been found. 
One of the scientists helping 
classify the specimens Riveia finds 
is Dr. Irene McCulloch, marine 
biologist of the University of 
Southern California. Several of Dr. 
McCulloch’s associates also help 
with the work, as well as scientists 
from th£ University of California, 
the Scripps Institute of Ocean­ 
ography, the Pacific Marine Sta­ 
tion of the College of Pacific, The 
California Academy of Sciences, 
the Coast and Geodetic Survey 
and the Bureau of Mines.

With 
the current re-issuing of immortal 
Caruso recordings, the album and 
other personal mementos will be 
on display and tour the country 
shortly. 
The Caruso photo album was in 
my possession for over a week and 
proved to be a revealing, human 
document of a 
great man. It 
definitely proved, too, the virtues, 
and shortcomings of Caruso as a 
camera fan. For posterity, the 
main virtue is that Caruso posed, 
willingly . . . almost eagerly . . . 
for a camera almost anytime, any­ 
where. And he was not above the 
corny tricks that we see in almost 
any family album today—Napol­ 
eonic 
gestures, 
tongue 
out* at 
camera, mugging and improvising 
costumes.

* 
AS A WORLD FIGURE, the pic­ 
tures show the retinue that sur­ 
rounded him in Europe, America 
and Mexico. In public appear­ 
ances he was the man of fashion, 
fitted and polished. He had few 
private' moments, but we do gee 
him with his coat off, relaxed. As 
a loving husband, there’s a tender, 
revealing photo of Mrs. Caruso 
leaning over him. As a gregarious 
friend-maker everywhere, we see 
innumerable snapshots of people 
of all ages and stations in life 
'that no one' today can identify. 
His Puckish personality left a 
fitting last-page picture in the 
album. After some dignified poses, 
a picture of sartorial splendor, he 
couldn't resist pulling, 'the living 
room 
drapes 
together, 
through 
which he poked his head. It im­ 
plied, “CU R TA IN . . . T H E EN D .” 
From the pictures we sée that 
Caruso personally used at least

THE CARUSO ALBUM is a 
graphic example of the Do’s and 
Don’ts in present day album mak­ 
ing. Physically it has stood the 
test of time after 40 years, prov­ 
ing that a well-made, leather cov­ 
ered. 'book is m long term. Invest­ 
ment. Lesson number one, there­ 
fore, is that any album is better 
than no album, and a good album 
is best in the long run, since you 
invest time, trouble and. pictures.

X-Ray Discoverer Honored 
On New German Stamp Issue 


By JIM THOMAS 
BODEGA BAY (A3)—A scientific 
study of the “least known coast in 
the world” has been started be­ 
cause of arguments about a snail. 
It's a cooperative study, initiated 
by the California 
Pish 
and 
Game 
Department a n d 
involving s c i e n- 
tists from several 
universities, 
gov­ 
ernment agencies 
and a number of 
p r i v a t e citizens 
who just pitched 
in to help. 


Officially 
t h e 
Jim Thomas 
study is the “Aba­ 
lone Tagging Program” of the Bu­ 
reau of Marine Fisheries of the 
Fish and Game Department. Ac­ 
tually it involves the whole gamut 
of science 
concerned 
with 
the 
underwater life along the coast­ 
line. 
THE PROGRAM had its incep­ 
tion early in 1951, when the Cali­ 
fornia Legislature got tired of lis­ 
tening to continual, bitter and 
largely 'pointless arguments on 
whether or not the northern Cali­ 
fornia coast should be opened to 
commercial abalone diving. ^ 
For the abalone — one of the 
sea’s great epicurean treat»—is 
the snail in question. And the 
northern California coast — from 
Bodega Bay to Crescent City—is 
the unknown land. 
Scientifically 
described 
as 
a 
marine gastropod or mollusk, the 
abalone is simply a big saltwater 
snail. But, cut from his halfshell, 
sliced and friend in batter, the 
abalone is one of the most de­ 
licious of all sea foods. Hundreds 
of thousands of persons dive into 
the icy Pacific waters along the 
California coast when the tide is 
low to obtain a few of the prized 
abalone steaks. 
SOUTH 
OF 
THE 
GOLDEN 
Gate entrance to San Francisco 
Bay, commercial divers can take 
abalones for the markets, but the 
area north of the Gate has been 
closed to commercial diving. It was 


the efforts of the market divers 
to invade the north that brought 
about the directive for the abalone 
tagging program. 
The directive required the Fish 
and Game Department to deter­ 
mine whether the abalone popula­ 
tion north of the Golden Gate was 
sufficient to survive commercial 
diving. 
Fulfilling the request was some­ 
thing else. Abalones live in water 
up to 100 feet or more deep and 
the only way to take their census 
is down where they live. 
So Richard Croker, chief of the 
Bureau of Marine Fisheries, con­ 
verted the 36-foot patrol boat, 
Broadbill, into a research vessel 
and set out to find out about aba­ 
lones in their home territory. Capt. 
Thomas Reveia is skipper. 
To fulfill the legislative direc­ 
tive, the tagging program must 
provide an accurate survey of aba­ 
lone population, both in the shal­ 
low 
waters 
reached 
by 
sports 
divers and the deeper areas reach­ 


ed by commercial divers with deep 
sea equipment. And it must estab­ 
lish a behavior pattern for the 
slow moving snails. 
THOSE OPPOSED to commer­ 
cial diving 
argue that offshore 
abalones move into the shallows 
each year to repopulate the areas 
thinned out by the sports divers. 
But no one really knows whether 
the abalones move in or out, or 
whether they move at alL 
Capt. Reveia and his crew dive 
for abalones as often as the weath­ 
er permits underwater work. But 
instead of sending the delicacies 
recovered to the market, a bright 
plastic disc is attached to each 
shell and the abalone is carefully 
put back in the same place from 
which he was taken. 
The operations of each dive are 
carefully recorded as to location, 
depth, water temperatures, con­ 
struction 
and 
kind 
of 
bottom 
strata, plant growth, and size of 
abalone tagged. Subsequent dives, 
carefully checked against the rec­ 
ords, show what the abalone are 
doing. 
COL. LEE O. MILES, R eveías 
biologist, switched his gathering 
from the shoreline to the 50 and 
100 foot depths. Capt. Tom sends 
up anything unusual he sees on 
the bottom, from rocks to new 
forms of algae and star-fish. The 
specimens are preserved and sent 
to scientists by Col. Miles. Already 
several types of algae, or kelp, 
hitherto unknown on the north 
California coast have been identi­ 
fied, and one type of coral-line, 
apparently never named before, 
has been found. 
One of the scientists helping 
classify the specimens Riveia finds 
is Dr. Irene McCulloch, marine 
biologist 
of 
the 
University 
of 
Southern California. Several of Dr. 
MeCulloch’s associates also help 
with the work, as well as scientists 
from th& University of California, 
the Scripps Institute of Ocean­ 
ography, the Pacific Marine Sta­ 
tion of the College of Pacific, The 
California Academy of Sciences, 
the Coast and Geodetic Survey 
and the Bureau of Mines.

How are great men recognized? 
William Shakespeare wrote that 
“some are born great; some achieve 
greatness, and some have great­ 
ness thrust upon them .” 
It would be interesting to list the 
world's so-called great leaders, and 
to classity them under Shakes- 
peares's listings. 
Many 
of 
the 
greatest came from humble begin­ 
nings—as 
did 
our 
Lord—many 
others achieved fame when they 
were born into positions of power; 
still others had position and power 
apparently “thrust upon them.” 
Jesus of Nazareth was 30 or 31 
years old before He began His 
ministry, but there was about Him 
that which proclaimed Him truly 
great. 
Like other men who are 
recognized as leaders, there was 
much controversy over Him. 
He 
was “despised and rejected of 
men,” but 1900 years after He was 
on earth, millions follow and rec­ 
ognize Him as the Saviour. 
This is the history of the very 
beginning of Christ’s ministry— 
the threshold of Christianity. 
John the Baptist’s preaching had 
created such a stir in the world, 
that the temple 
authorities 
in 
Jerusalem sent “priests and Le- 
vites” to question him. Who was 
he? Was he the Christ, the Mes­ 
siah? Or was he one of the pro­ 
phets come back—Elijah, for in­ 
stance? 
John denied he was either. Said 
he, “I am the voice of one crying 
in the wilderness, Make straight 
the way of the Lord, as said the 
prophet Elijah." 
Then they asked him, “Why 
bapiizest thou then, if thou be not 
that Christ, nor 
Elias, 
neither 
that prophet?" 
Then John answered, “I bap­ 
tize with water; but there at and - 
eth one among you 
whom 
ye 
know not: 
“He it is, who coming after me 
is preferred before 
me, 
whose 
shoe’s latchet I am not worthy to 
unloose." 
He further explained 
that 
he 
had baptized Jesus of Nazareth 
and witnessed “the Spirit des­ 
cending from heaven, like a dove, 
and it abode upon Him. 
“And I knew Him not; but He 
that sent me to * baptize 
with 
water, the same said unto me. 
Upon whom thou shall see the 
Spirit descending, and remaining 
on Him, the same Is He which 
baptizeth with the Holy Ghost.

The next day John stood with 
two of his disciples and saw Jesus 
walking, and said to the two, “Be­ 
hold the Lamb of God!" 
The word “lamb" was prophetic.

The blood of lambs 
was smeared over the lintels of 
their doors in Egypt as a sign that 
the angel of death was to pass 
over them, and there are many 
other stories of the sacrifice of 
lambs. Jesus was indeed to be a 
sacrifice—a sacrifice for us all. 
John's two companions followed 
Jesus, and when He turned and 
asked them why they were doing 
so, they answered. ‘Rabbi (which 
is to say, being interpreted.

Globe-Circling TV 
Predicted By Sarnoff 
CHICAGO, CUR)—David Sarnoff, 
board chairman of Radio Corpor­ 
ation of America, says that some 
day television networks will circle 
the globe. 
Sarnoff, writing in the magazine 
Popular Mechanics, said several 
specific methods of telecasting a- 
round the world already are ap­ 
parent. 
“One means,” he said, “is to set 
up chains of microwave relay tow­ 
ers that would march across the 
countries of the globe like rows of 
pins on a battle map, each one 
picking up, boosting and sending 
signals along to the next.” 
Sarnoff said television in the 
future “may well be a picture win­ 
dow with an instantaneous view of 
the whole world.” 
“At the flick of a dial, you'll be 
able to bring the sound and sight 
of exciting events in distant lands 
to your armchair side,” he said.

Conover manufactures a complete line of household furni­ 
ture on the second floor of a remodeled g arage on Bridgeway 
boulevard. On the first floor is his "Trade Fair", modeled on the 
old European fairs where unusual and beautifully designed items 
ranging from tablew are to paintings, as well as Conover's furni­ 
ture is available. 
Most of the furniture is made with natural hardwoods such 
as Philippine m ahogany, teak and Oriental hardwoods when 
available and finished with rubbed wax. Bases are of black 
iron to give strength.

Production of inexpensive furniture based on simple design 
has been Conover's goal since he left the coast guard. For a 
while he worked as construction superintendent on building and 
remodeling for a large Chicago merchandise firm and then de­ 
cided to come to the West Coast in 1947. He set up shop in 
Marinship and soon began to supply some of the leading furni­ 
ture stores with his product.

A cautious 
fellow, Laughton dislikes contro­ 
versy and does not want to offend 
anyone. About the only thing he 
will say is, “people are learning 
th a t dollars do not m ean m orals.” 
REFUSING TO PREACH, L au­ 
ghton however is putting his be­ 
liefs into action. In the past three 
years, he has traveled throughout 
the land, bringing classics and 
their m oral values to all kinds of 
audiences.

fered this sto ry : "I was coming 
West on the train and fell into a 
conversation w ith a m an who was 
sitting opposite me.

“Later, we were talking about 
movies and TV. The1 m an com ­ 
plained about their lack of m or­ 
ality and said he had trouble re a r­ 
ing his children in an upright 
m anner because of the en tertain ­ 
m ent they see. I asked him w hat 
type of product he m ade. He was 
asham ed to adm it th a t he pro­ 
duced sexy pictures for calendars. 


“Ah h a !” I told him . ‘You do 
th at kind of work and th en com­ 
plain about the lack of m orality 
in 
entertaim ent 
for 
your 
chil­ 
dren!’*
